Dr. Lorenz is a giant in stature. He is 
over six feet, with a military bearing. 
Though not yet 50, the long, grayish beard 
the ‘doctor wears makes him appear sév- 
eral vears older. His eyes are of the clear- 
ert blue, his hair brown and a fair com- 
rlexion peeps from beneath his beard. 

Dr. Lorenz is accompanied by his as- 
sistant in the Vienna Medical Institute, 
Dr. Frierich Mueller. Dr. Mueller is of- 
ficlating as private secretary, and attends 
t.. all the transportation details. 


SIMPLE IN MANNER. 

Dr. Lorenz, notwithstanding his world- 
wide fame, is a simple, modest gentleman. 
He,is delighted with America and Ameri- 
cans, but says he cannot see why he is 
given.so much attention. 

“T never saw such a hospitable country,” 
said Dr. Lorenz to the Rnatalieona teh. ~~ 
never dreamed of attracting so much at- 
tention and being given so much courtesy 
‘when T left home. secured a leave of ab- 
sence until the end of November. I expected 
to go to Chicago and return at once to 
Vienna without attracting any more at- 
they come to na. 

| operatidn 
Chicago. invitations poured in from all 
of the country. I determined to ac- 
cept them and see the country and do what 
I could for poor sufferers. 

‘“T held free clinics after leaving Chicago 
at Ban Francisco, Denver, Salt Lake, Pu- 
ebld and Los Angeles and then started for 
St. Louls. We spent a delightful day in 
the grand canyon of Colorado. I lke all 
Amer'ca, but the West is beautiful. 

‘In the free clinics I suppose I oper- 
ated on between 80 and 100 cases. I think 
I helped all of them if I did not effect a 
cure in each instance. 


HAS NO ENIVES. 

“The instruments I use are not knives. 
I do no cutting in these free clinics. The 
hand is the first instrument I use. But 
when my physical strength is insufficient 
I use certain instruments. 

“T held a clinic in Salt Lake without in- 
struments. That was because the trunks 
were behind time. . 

“That is the principal trouble I find in 
traveling in America. Trunks never seem 
to be on time.” ! 
Dr. Lorenz speaks English quite fluent- 
ly. He says he never attempted to con- 
verge in the English language before he 
reached America on this trip. 

“My knowledge of the language was 
almost purely theoretical. I had studied 

4 read books and scientific prints in 
Englieh, but never heard it spoken. I have 
found out, too, that the American English 
s quite different from the English English. 
} heard some of that spoken over in Eng- 
land. 


When a visitor asked Dr. Lorenz his age 
this morning the surgeon looked down at 
his grayish ‘eard and said: 

“Bome persons take me for @. Others are 
kind enough to make it as low as 49. As

“Tt was a great courtesy for the North- 
western University to confer on me the 
a of doctor of laws,’’ said Dr. Lorenz, 
“but I take it that the compliment was 
to me as a representative of the physicians 
of Austria rather than to me personally.”

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DR. GIBBONS ANALYZES THE 
MINER’S OCCUPATION 


FOR THE STRIKE COMMISSION 


Men in the Pits Contract Pleurisy, 


Gout, Neuralgia, Asthma and ‘ 


Bronchitis. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 21.—The examina- 
tion of Dr. R. H. Gibbons of Scranton wag 
immediately resumed when the anthracite 
strike commission met today. He said that 
the occupation of a miner subjects a man 
to pleurisy, gout, neuralgia, asthma, bron- 
chitis, sciatica and other diseases. He be- 
lieved the day would come when men will 
be subjected to medical examination be- 
fore they undertake mining. The children, 
he said, who have éuffered from any form 
of disease of the respiratory passages, 
bronchitis or pneumonia, should never be 
permitted in the mines under the age of 


15 years, because ar should have a chance 
to eliminate the predisposing factor in the 
case of so-called miners’ asthma. 

Pr. Gibbons then described the surface 
indications of miner's asthma, his testi- 
mony in this respect not differing essen- 
tially from that given by other expert wit- 
nesses. 

On further examination, Dr. Gibbons 
suid he did not mean to be understood 
as saying that miners form an unhealthy 
class, but that they are debilitated and 
run down. He spoke of the necessity of 
improved ambulance service at the differ- 
ent collieries. 

The witness was qross-examined b 
James H. Torrey, for the Delaware & Hu 
son Co. In reply to a question, Dr. Gib- 
bons said ne did not believe there was an 
ambulance in the entire coal regions that 
had sterile blanketa or that the vehicles 
were sterile. 

“In fact,"’ said the doctor, “they are a 
bunch of infection. Every ambulance car- 
ries death and disease to every unfortu- 
nate miner who is placed in it.’ 

Dr. Gibbons was followed by Dr. Eugene 
J. Butler, a member of the central oe] 
board of Luzerne County, who testified 
that 70 per cent of those in one of the 
poorhouses of Luzerne County were miners 
and that 40 per cent were crippled by acci- 
dents in and about the mines. Many of 
these, he said, had become insane through 
worry over their affliction. A man who 
works a few years as a miner, he declared, 
is not fit for anything else. 

Rev. Dr. Roberts was called to the stand, 
his examination being conducted by Mr. 
Darrow for the mine workers. He Treiter- 
ated hie belief, expressed in his book, that 
an intelligent and persistent combination 
among miners for the maintenance of 
rices and rates of wages would secure & 
ust share of the profit for the workers. 

In answer to Commissioner Clark, pr. 
Roberts defined the use of the words “an- 


thracite syndicate” in his book by saying ¢ 


he had reached the conclusion that there 
was an understanding among the operators 
to adjust the prices and regulate the trade. 
This Goncluaen be had reached from per- 
sonal invest on. 

“In view of the last strike,”” Mr. rrow 
asked, “and everything that has rred 
since, have your vieks as to the destfrability 
of collective bergemnins in the anthracite 
regions been modified or strengthened or 
have they changed at all?" 

“Strengthened, decidedly,’’ the witness re- 

lied. 

Drafter reading extracts from an article 
in a magazine supposed to have been writ- 
ten by Dr. Roberts, Mr. Marrow asked 
what was the temper of both parties dur- 
ing the five months of the strike. The wit- 
ness replied that it was a condition of war 
and that both sides were intemperate. Dr. 
Roberts replied to.a question as to what 
wages men should receive to maintain the 
American standard of living, said that he 
would place the poverty line at $575 per an- 
num. Inder that amount, he sald, the 
miner and his family would suffer pbysical- 
ly, intellectually and men y.

STEEL TRUST’S COMPETITION. 

“There is a tremendous competition go- 
ing on all the time between our various 
mills. a friendly, good-natured rivalry, but 
none the less eager. 

“It is the kind of competition that is giv- 
ing the industrial supremacy of the world

| “No, we know very well that we can- 
not win by the device of a monopoly. We 
must win by getting possession of the best 
and. must economical raw products and by 
using the most concentrated and highly 
developed methods of production.

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With Elevated There. 


The abandoment of the Terminal tunnel 
for passenger traffic is sought to be made 
possible by a condemnation suit filed late 
yesterday afternoon in the circuit court. 

The property embraced in the condemna- 
tion suit extends from the bridge approach 
at Washington avenue and the levee, run- 
ning between First and Commercial streets 
to Market, street, where connection is to be 
made with the present elevated tracks. 

The original plan, as first outlined in the 
Post-Dispatch, was to connect the briage 
tracks with the elevated tracks by a curve.

ROAD EXTENDS 4179 MILES 


RUNS FROM CHICAGO TO PORT- 
LAND, ME. 


It was reported Friday that the Frisco 
system, which recent!y absorbed the Chi- 
cago & Wastern Illinois, is about to gain 
an eastern line by forming a close, alliance 
with the Grand Trunk. 

The Grand Trunk deal is said to be ab- 
eorbing most of the attention of Presicent 
Yoakum, James Campbell and other of- 
ficials and large stockholders of the Frisco, 
who have spent much time in the East 
lately. , 

The Grand Trunk system includes five 
lines, and has a total mileage of 4179 miles, 
a somewhat larger tota! than the Frisco, 
with its new acquisitions. 

The Grand Trunk extends from Chicago 
to Buffalo and Portland, Me., traversing 
Cefttral Michigan, Southern Ontario and 
Southern Quebec. It has extensive branch 
lines in the United States and Canada. 

The Frisco is now bulliding a2 line to 
Spotford, Tex., where connection will be 
obtained with the Eagle Pse line, pen- 
*trating Mexico. It has been reported that 
the Frisco would contro! this line when 
the connection had been established. 

The consummation of this plan and of 
the alllanse with the Grand Trunk would 
make the Frieco a tri-national sysiem.

No Special Need in St. Louis for a 
Truant Officer, Since Attendance 
Is Not Legally Compulsory. 

“The perisistent truants of St. Louis are 
dropped from the school rolls, but not ex- 
pelled,” said Superintendent of Schools F. 
louls Soldan, in speaking of tfuancy in St. 


' Louis. 
abhore is no compulsory law here for 


truants. We try to make the choolrooms 
inviting so that the boys will not want to 
run away. I say boys, because girl truants 
are scarce. I know of no iastance on reccr4 
gwhere a St. Louls girl has played truant. 

“The worst age for truancy is about 13 or 
14. when a boy gets tired of being a 
child and wants to be a main. He can't 
carry latch keys, but he smokes cigarettes 
when he can and also runs away from 
echool {if possible. 

“Bome cities, for instance, Brooklyn, have 
truant officers. It is the duty of tnese men 
to watch boys seen on the streets during 
echool hours and to report them. [If it Is 
found that they are persistent truants they 
are sent to the school for truents. In this 
school they are made te stu ay Vv jes- 
sons they tried to eseape n they played 
truant.

HORSE MEAT LOWER IN BERLIN 


New Laws Shutting Out Live Cattle Do 
Not Apply to Old Broken 
Down Equines. 


RERLIN, Nov. 21.—Quotations here for 
fat, 60 pound horses for siaughtering have 
fallen from $37.80 and $40 to $%, and for fair 
to middling and lean from $25 to $18.% to 
2c, In consequence of the exposure of the 
large quantities of horse meat sold as beef 
or used for making sausage. 

While the German frontiers are closed 
to the importation of live cattle the pro- 
hitition does not apply to old, broken-down 
horses, which are brought. by shiploads 
from England, especially to Hamburg and 
Bremen, and are fattened for butchering. 

It- is predicted that a sharper enforce- 
ment of the horse meat ordinances is like- 
ly to result in a alight increase in the 
prices of meat, and particularly of sau- 
sages.

“Sullivan made a hard fight. ! 
Was about as near out as I care to 
be in the eighth round, when §Sulll- 
Van unexpectedly woke up and 
smashed me in the stomach. With 
the exception of that moment I felt 
that I was winning all through, and 
after I knew it was only a question 
of time until I ended it by whipping 
him.

Sullivan came back very shaky, but re- 
covered pom ray before the round was 
over.

The punch 
almost won for him, as McClelland wae 
badiy hurt by the blow and was forced 
to clinch out the round to save himeeitf.

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“DANNY” MAHER 
PREMIER JOCKEY 


Holds Record for Highest 
Number of Wins on the 
English Turf. 


LONDON, Nov. 21.—‘‘Danny” 
famous American fockey, who has been 
riding in England the past two seasons, 
has the record for the highest average of 
wins in a single season on the English 
turf. In an interview today Maher said: 

“I have been more or less restricted by 
physicial conditions in securing mounts 
which would have increased my average, 
but 1 am quite satisfied with 106 wins out 
of 400 mounts. I must say I cannot always 
sympathize with the complaints some of 
my fellow American jockeys have made 
against English turf methods. 


“‘As far as I am concerned I have always 
found English racing men to be true sports- 
men, and if I have had any trouble at all 
it has been with American quite as often 
as with English jockeys. My racing season 
had a number of pecullar features, for in- 
stance, the fact that I won five important 
races on Rocksand and that I never lost a 
race with him. 

“This is probability without 
had almost equal success with Flotsam, on 
which I beat my old mount, Rocksand, in 
the most sensational finish of the season.
